105 A EWER AND COVER, of rock-crystal and silver-gilt— 
64 in. high—English workmanship, circa 1550 


The ewer is formed as a fluted pear-shaped vase, with 
cylindrical neck; the silver-gilt mounts comprise a circular 
foot, rims to the lip and cover, straps round the body, a 
handle and spout; the foot is chased with formal ‘groups 
of fruit in strapwork cartouches on a matted ground, and 
has an outer border of egg-and-tongue ornament, the 
same decoration of fruit and strapwork being duplicated 
round the lip and cover ; the straps around the neck are 
composed of festoons of fruit and leafage, while those 
which connect the handle, spout and foot, are in the form 
of caryatid figures terminating in snake-like coils; the 
handle, of bold proportions and scroll shape, is chased as 
a terminal Satyr, and the spout, which is exactly opposite, 
is in the form of a complete dragon ; the billet is chased 
as a Cherub, while on the top of the cover is a small knob 
resembling a pomegranate and issuing from the centre 
of a Tudor Rose; the chasing of the mounts of this fine 
ewer is of the highest quality, and, with the general design 
of the piece, typical of the English silversmiths’ work of 
the middle of the 16th Century

The King is represented nearly full face, slightly 
turned to the right; he wears an embroidered crimson 
doublet, large white ruff, and the blue riband of the Order

The Queen is viewed nearly full face, slightly turned 
to the left, her curling hair falling in ringlets about her 
shoulders; she wears an embroidered white fichu, pearl 
necklace and earrings, and a spray of roses and corn- 
flowers in her hair

A PRESENTATION SWORD, in form similar to the 
Persian “Shamsher.” The hilt and all the mounts are 
of gold, and are the work of Rundell, Bridge and 
Rundell, and bear the London hall-mark for 1814. 
The hilt, and greater portions of the scabbard mounts, 
are engraved with trophies and laurel foliage; on the 
Scabbard are oval medallions, embossed with St. George 
and the Dragon, shields-of-arms and cavalry octets 
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The blade is back-edged, greyed, blued and gilt. It 
bears the following inscriptions : 

‘“Major-Generals Vandeleur and Kempt, Lt.-Colonel 
Ross’s Troop of Royal Horse Artillery, XLIII4, LII=4., 
and XCVth. Regiments,” 

“From the British Officers of the Light Division to 
Major-General Charles Baron Alten, MDCOCXIV.” 


(25) Tar Sworp or a Frenp Marsnat, with the hilt and scabbard 


mounts of gold, and a pistol-shaped grip inlaid with 
plaques of ivory; the blade is greyed, gilt, and etched 
with a laudatory inscription to Baron Alten, the name 
‘‘ Waterloo,” and the date “June XVIII. MDCCOXV.” 


“Count Alten fought in the campaigns of 1793-1795, 
m the Netherlands, including the battles of Famars, 
Houdschooten and Hoogleede, sieges of Valenciennes and 
Menin, also in the attack near Nimwegen. He went to 
England in 1803, after the Hanoverian Army was dis - 
solved by Napoleon ; accompanied the expedition to the 
North of Germany, 1805; to Copenhagen, 1807; and to 
Gottenburg, 1808. In England he was appointed Colonel 
of a brigade of the German Legion in 1808, also Major- 
General. He accompanied Wellongton to Portugal, and 
covered Moore’s retreat to Corunna ; proceeded with the 
expedition to Walcheren, 1809; and was present at the 
svege of Flushing. 

When he was sent, in 1811, to Portugal he participated 
under Beresford at the siege of Badajoz, and Albuhera. 
Wellington appointed him Chief of his Light Divison. 
Count Alten also served in the battles of Salamanca, 
Vittoria, Nivelle, Nive, Orthes and Toulouse. 

In 1815 he was appointed General Lieutenant of the 
Hanoverians in the Netherlands ; he fought at Quatre 
Bras and Waterloo, at which last he was severely and 
dangerously wounded.”

108 A SWORD, or rae “BASTARD,” OR Hanp-Anp-Aa-HALF 
TYPE 


Length of blade, 37 in.; width at the hilt, 2§ in. 
Ttalian—late 15th Century 


This fine sword, one of the treasures of the celebrated 
Londesborough Collection, was in the past considered to 
be of English fashion and workmanship, supposition 
no doubt founded on account of a Tudor-Rose-like orna- 
ment that is etched some little distance up the blade. Of 
its Italian nationality there is little room for speculation 
—the quillons or cross-guards, straight and widening to 
rounded ends, are characteristic, also is its kite-shaped 
pommel, The theory of its Italian provenance is further 
strengthened by the etching of trophies and scrollwork 
(once gilt), in the manner of Ercolo di Fideli, of trophies 
of Romanesque arms and scrollwork on the upper portion 
of the blade. The presence of the rosette ornament 
has no meaning beyond being a universally employed 
decoration of the early part of the 16th Century. The 
blade bears an unknown armourer’s mark, inlaid in 
Copper. The fine pommel is remarkable as being hollow 
anil brazed down one side. The grip, if not the original, 
18 of considerable age
